This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 
dated December 7, 1998 directed to the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). 

As a preliminary matter, we would like to apologize for the delay in responding to 
your request. Because we are required to address a large volume of FOIA demands, 
many involving sensitive records, we can not always respond to requests as quickly as we 
would like. Accordingly, we handle backlogged cases on a “first in, first out” basis, a 
practice that has been recognized by the courts. See , e.g. , Open America v. Watergate 
Special Prosecution Force , 547 F.2d 605, 614-16 (D.C. Cir. 1976). Nevertheless, we are 
sorry for any inconvenience this delay may cause. 

During a search of FBI files for documents pertaining to your request, the 
enclosed documents were discovered. They were forwarded to this office for review on 
May 19, 2000 as documents under our purview. We are releasing them to you in their 
entirety.
